In tire citcmtcourt at Belleville Wedues 


day, Judge George W. Warl on the bench, 
a remarkable case of perjury was on trial, 
which resulted in the conviction of Abijah 
Freeman, a wealthy j wring farmer, e7 years 
of age, living six miles Iroin llliopolr.s, III., 
and a verdict was returned by HIP jury of 
one year in the penitentiary. 
The facts in 


the case af brought out at the trial, were as 
follows: 


About five years ago Abijah 
Freeman 


was married in Mncon county to a -Miss 
Julia Price, a beautiful but slender aud 
delicate girl, who was not strong enough to 
perform all the duties of a farmer's 
wife. 


Freeman lived with his wife about three 
years, aud on January a, 1SSB, bundled up 
her effects and sent her with them home to 
her widowed mother, telling his wife to 
procure a divorce. 
To this she-would not 


agree. Orr May 17, 1888, he commenced 
divorce proceedings at Decatur, his wife de- 
fending. Freeman pushed lire suit until 
June 13, 1SSS, wlren he dismissed it and 
went to Kansns, his wife returning to her 
mother. 


On the 10th of July, 1888, he instituted 


divorce proceedings in the city court of East 
St. Louis, alleging that he did not know 
where his wife was residing. 
Mrs. Free- 


urari, however, who was still living with 
her mother irr ilacon county, read in the 
East St. Louis news of TlieKepublic of a 
suit for divorce filed by Abijah Freeman, 
against his wile for infidelity, and upon in- 
stituting inquiries, ascertained that it was 
h?r husband. 
She filed a cross bill, and at 


the August term, 1883, was granted a di- 
vorce and her maiden name, restored. 
Sub- 


sequently 
she procured 
an indictment 


against her former husband for perjury in 
the divorce proceedings. 
Yesterday morn- 


ing she appeared as a witness iu the trial 
at Belleville. Tlie jury were out but a.short 
time and returned a verdict of guilty, with 
one year in the ponitentiar3r.
